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ALLOWANCE 

1 . The amendment filed on 10/27/09 has been placed of record in the file. 

2. The rejection of clams 31, 36-37, 42-43, 48-57 under 35 U.S.C. 103 is withdrawn in view 
of the amendment 

3. Claims 31, 36-37, 42-43, 48-57 allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The independent 
claims distinguish themselves over the prior art by storing respective history information for 
each respective data portion of the plurality of data portions of the replica, where the respective 
history information for each respective data portion of the replica indicates previous accesses to 
the respective data portion of the replica and when a write request is received specifying data to 
be written to a particular one of the data portions, the respective history information for that 
particular data portion is analyzed in order to determine whether the particular data portion was 
accessed more than the threshold number of times within the particular time period in 
combination with all the limitation in the independent claims. 

Although prior art exist that allow for the history information of replica, these prior art do 
not support history information for each respective data portion of the plurality of data portions 
of the replica. 
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Furthermore, the prior art gives no indication that it would have been obvious to one with 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the applicant's invention to update a replica cache in this 
fashion.
